c. The material is not being distributed commercially. 

d. The material would be of interest and use beyond the boundary of the 
state in which it is being prepared. 

e. The material will be available from its source and/or may be available 
through the ERIC System. 

Some of the materials announced in this "Source Listing" have been included 
in ^\bstracts of Instructional Materials in Vocational and Technical Education (AIM). 
Many of the other items will appear in future issues of AIM. 

The materials are classified according to the AGDEX filing system which 
has been revised by the Curriculum Materials Committee. The AGDEX system is the 
basis of the organization of this "Source Listing."
